I asked him if he bad recently 
heard from MS jar Konobeev (assistant Russian military attache who recently returned 

®-*91-55). He said he understood that Major Konobeev was at the 
Black Sea. I paid it was my understanding that Major Konobeev was going to Moscow 
and he then replied that Konobeev was on leave, and that the Black Sea was one of 
the finest vacation spots in Russia.

9* Another subject of conversation started out with Major Konev aeking ne 
when we would get our new President* "X* 1956?* he asked. I told him we would have 
the next elections in 1956 and we may get a new President or may keep the same one* 

Hla reply was "Ita*. Ha stated he had a great deal of respect for Dee and thought 
the American people were very much behind Ike. I told him I thought that was true 
and that I also thought Dee was qfaite popular with many people outside the U. S* 

He said that one reason he had a lot of respect for Ike was the way be dwindled the 
Big four meeting in Geneva and his atitude toward Bulganin and the other Russian 
delegates* I asked Konev what he thought of the Geneva conference* He said he 
thought it may be the beginning of more understanding between the East and Hast* 

He expressed the hope that there would be much more understanding and friendliness 
between the East and West in the future.
